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Cost of high school project 
increase concerns board 

First read of personal day policy gets 4-1 vote

The Powell County 
School Board held their 
regular meeting last 
Monday. Most of their 
meetings are pretty rou¬ 
tine, but this one became 
a little controversial. The 
board had to deal with 
an increase in the costs 
of the high school proj¬ 
ect even though the first 
block has yet to be laid. 
Plus there was a dis¬ 
agreement about whether 
or not to give teachers a 
personal day. 

The meeting began 
with approval for the 
BG-2, BG-3, and design 
development school addi¬ 
tion and renovation for 


the High School renova¬ 
tion project. John Gilbert 
presented the board with 
the information and 
it wasn’t long until the 
board members became 
rather concerned. 

The price of the project 
in June was estimated to 
be approximately $3.25 
million, it then went up 
to $4.6 million, and now 
the latest estimated price 
is approximately $4,955 
million. These prices are 
showing a potential $1 
million difference in the 
price they began with. 

Board ChairmanDonald 
Curtis voiced his concern 
for the price increase, “I 
am not happy about it, I 
want to do what is best 
however, the first ditch 
hasn’t even been dug yet 


and the price is going up. 
I am concerned. This is a 
difficult position we are 
in, I was happy before but 
I am concerned now. I still 
believe this is the right 
thing.” 

Board member Dianne 
Meadows asked, “What 
if we looked into hir¬ 
ing a project manager if 
that would help?” Board 
secretary Doris Mullins 
responded that with the 
last project they had a 
project manager and they 
did not save any money, 
but it did not cost more. 

Curtis again stated, “I 
am afraid that it will be

Team Pennington leads a community effort to defeat cancer

The Powell County 
Middle School was turned 
into the operations center 
for Team Pennington last 
Saturday. The group held 
a dinner and auction, with 
live music to help raise 
money. That money will 
help the family of Darren 
Pennington as they have 
a big fight on their hands. 
They are tackling cancer, 
for the second time. 

Saturday was a day set 
aside to help in that fight. 
It was an instant in time 
in the grand scheme of 
life. 

They say that our lives 
can change in an instant. 
That instant came for 
the Pennington family on 
July 25, 2011. 

“I had eaten some spa¬ 
ghetti for supper the night 
before and had some real 
bad indigestion a cou¬ 
ple hours later,” Darren 
Pennington remembered. 
“It seemed like one contin¬ 


uous belch and I couldn’t 
get it all out of the way. 
But it quit hurting and 
I went to work the next 
day.” 

That was the day he 
began hurting again. 
Pennington had suffered 
with heartburn and indi¬ 
gestion for years. Every 
time it got bad and he 
went for treatment the 
medical professionals 
checked for acid reflux, 
ulcers or gall bladder 
trouble. 

On that day he had his 
wife meet him at Clark 
Regional Medical Center 
after he left work at 
Toyota. The doctors ran 
the usual tests, but this 
time the doctor treating 
Pennington talked him 
into having a CT scan 
done. 

According to Beth, the 
symptoms and blood work 
do not really indicate a 
cancer is present. But a 
CT scan and a biopsy is 
the only way to diagnosis 
it. 

That scan found a 


tumor that was eight and 
half centimeters at the 
back of the pancreas. The 


pancreas is only 10 centi¬ 
meters. The diagnosis was 
pancreatic cancer, one of 


the most deadly forms of 
cancer. He went through 
three rounds of chemo¬ 
therapy from August to 
October of 2011, before 
he would have to be oper¬ 
ated on. 

“I guess I’ve been 
kind of lucky with this,” 
Pennington, who was sit¬ 
ting outside the school as 
the event began to unfold 
inside, said. “The fact they 
found it as soon as they 
did and that is was in the 
body of the pancreas and 
could operate. If it was 
in the head or neck there 
are too many blood ves¬ 
sels, they wouldn’t have 
been able to operate.” 

The operation went 
well. The doctors had to 
take 80 percent of the 
pancreas and the spleen. 
But the margins around 
the surgical area were 
deemed as clear, no can¬ 
cer. In fact, according to 
Beth Pennington, Darren 
had been the first person 
in the United States to go 
through the combination 
of chemotherapy that he 


endured. 

“His oncologist said 
that in 32 years of prac¬ 
tice that Darren was the 
first person he had seen 
to have this type of cancer 
go into remission,” Beth 
Pennington said. 

In January Darren 
went back to work, a little 
weaker, but able to work 
again. He had set a goal 
to beat the cancer and 
he did. 

Then another day 
changed their lives 
again. 

In June Pennington 
began having the same 
symptoms as before. He 
went back to his doctors 
and they found a 1.8 cen¬ 
timeter tumor near the 
same place as the first 
tumor. 

“They found it at the 
margins,” he recalled. The 
prognosis was not good, 
with medications and 
treatment he was given

The Stanton City 
Council meeting last 
Thursday evening breezed 
through the agenda , but 
a discussion over a con¬ 
tract with the Kentucky 
State Police slowed the 
gathering down quite a 
bit. 

The first 25 minutes 
went fast but when the 
discussion turned to the 
agreement between the 
city and the state police, 
the meeting took on a 
slower, more deliberate 
tone. The agreement in 
question was entered into 
on Oct. 8, 2009 and began 
in January 2010. Under 
that agreement Stanton 
Police Lt. Arthur Lacy 
would become a mem¬ 
ber of a state police task 
force. The city would pay 


with KSP 

him and the state police 
would reportedly reim¬ 
burse the city. The city 
would also receive forfei¬ 
ture monies from various 
drug busts after the cases 
were adjudicated. 

But city council mem¬ 
bers have been asking 
for several months about 
how beneficial is the pro¬ 
gram to the city? 

Council members have 
been wondering about the 
reimbursement that was 
promised. Stanton Police 
Chief Kevin Neal advised 
the council that the state 
did say last year they had 
to make cuts. 

“They told us that the 
money would go down, but 
based on what Stephanie 
has said, we go more than 
we expected this time,”

15 months. 

But instead of feeling 
dread he set another goal. 
To beat it again and go 
back to work. He had to 
quit working two weeks 
ago as he now has to 
have scans done Monday 
through Friday every 
week. He also is taking 
more chemotherapy and 
medications to help fight 
the fight he is not fight¬ 
ing alone. 

That was evident as the 
crowds came to the ben¬ 
efit dinner and auction 
last Saturday. In all the 
benefit brought in around 
$10,000. All of that will 
go to help with the costs 
of medication and travel 
for treatments. 

The family can keep 
Darren’s insurance for 
up to a year at his cost 
through Toyota. But after 
that they would have to 
pay $1,458 a month. At 
present they have a $50 
co-pay for a medication 
that runs $3,800 for a 14 
day supply. 

The road is not an easy 
one and the Pennington’s 


know this. So do their 
children, Adrian and 
Alyssa. 

“Adrian is sort of quiet 
and I guess her biggest 
fear is not having her 
dad here when she gets 
married in the spring,” 
Beth Pennington said 
with a little apprehen¬ 
sion. “Alyssa and him 
have been softball bud¬ 
dies for about two and 
half years and he tells 
her to keep playing. That 
is their thing.” 

Pennington decided he 
should be the one to tell 
his daughters about the 
latest tumor instead of 
them hearing from some¬ 
one else. “He told them 
he had things to tell them 
and teach them and one 
night he was talking 
about what to do if their 
car broke down,” Beth 
recalled looking off into 
the distance. “He walked 
down the hall later that 
night and Alyssa was 
in her room crying. He 
asked her what was 
wrong, but she said noth¬ 
ing. But he told her to 
tell him and she said that 


if anything happened to 
her car, if she broke down 
she would call her daddy. 
That’s what girls do.” The 
moment was one that 
seemed to help Darren 
set new goals. 

“He has set a goal to 
beat this again and to 
get back to work,” Beth 
stated, this time with 
an undeniable sense of 
determination. “He wants 
to make people aware 
of pancreatic cancer. He 
wants to beat it again.” 

“With all the medica¬ 
tions and pills and treat¬ 
ments they have today, 
who knows,” Darren 
Pennington said as he 
spoke about the goal of 
beating it again. “Who 
knows?” 

“I really want to thank 
everyone for their sup¬ 
port. The community 
support has been unre¬ 
al. Our people in Powell 
County have heart,” Beth 
Pennington added. “He is 
not from here originally 
and he sometimes felt 
like he was on the outside 
looking in. His mom told 
him this time to come on 


home and she would take 
care of him. But he said 
that he was home, these 
people are his people and 
they have my back.” 

Certain events and 
days can alter one’s plans, 
but it can also bring peo¬ 
ple together. The Team 
Pennington shirt that sev¬ 


eral people were wearing 
at the event had the say¬ 
ing “You won’t fight this 
battle alone.” Darren’s 
shirt was a little different, 
but indicated his love for 
the support he is receiv¬ 
ing. It read, “I won’t fight 
this battle alone.” 

The event last week¬ 


end confirmed that senti¬ 
ment.

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much more, not less, once 
the project begins due to 
unforeseen cost or prob¬ 
lems. If I am represent¬ 
ing my district I am con¬ 
cerned, I want to be hon¬ 
est when I say I did what 
I could and every dollar 
was spent correctly, but I 
am concerned. “ 

The board asked 
Gilbert why the price 
had increased and he 
explained, “I couldn’t 
really tell you other than 
the firewalls and meeting 
building codes.” He also 
commented that he hoped 
on bid day it would come 
in at what was projected. 

Monroe Jones, Director 
of Building and Grounds, 
asked,” What options does 
the board have?” Gilbert 
responded by saying they 
could bid the project and 
then bid alternates such 
as paving of the gravel 
parking lot and the reno¬ 
vations due to the gym. 
He explained that you 
can bid them as alter¬ 
nates and accept all of 
them after the bids are 
opened or only chose the 
alternates that are with¬ 
in what they choose to 
spend. 

The board was also con¬ 


cerned that the price of 
the project was increas¬ 
ing and it did not even 
include the furniture. 
Donald Curtis stated, 
it will not be beneficial 
to have new classrooms 
and no furniture for the 
students as he expressed 
his concern with the price 
increase. 

Superintendent 
Michael Tate commented 
by saying, “We want com¬ 
munication to be there, 
we want to know where 
we stand from here on 
out.” Gilbert responded, 
“I will be the first to apol¬ 
ogize if you feel like I 
haven’t given you enough 
information or have given 
you erroneous informa¬ 
tion”. 

After the discussion of 
the price increase and 
the concerns of all board 
members were heard 
the board then went on 
to approve the Letter 
of Agreement for Ross 
Tarrant Architects, Inc. 
to assist the district in 
working on the Powell 
County Schools Facilities 
Survey. 

The next discussion that 
seemed to cause some dis¬ 
agreement among board 
members was the first 



reading of Board Policy 
03.1321 which pertains 
to allowing staff one per¬ 
sonal day. As of now they 
receive 10 sick days, three 
of which can be used as 
emergency days and they 
receive no personal days. 
Many of the school dis¬ 
tricts around the area 
give at least two personal 
days. Currently a teacher 
has to basically lie and 
say they are sick to take 
a personal day for what¬ 
ever reason. 

Board member Marty 
Burton was quick to speak 
up and voice his disagree¬ 
ment with allowing the 
staff a personal day. 

He expressed his opin¬ 
ion by stating, “I fail to 
see how this will help, if 
we are trying to increase 
attendance among teach¬ 
ers I fail to see how this 


will help. I do not think 
they need a personal day. 
Over $20,000 has been 
spent so far this year on 
subs Bowen Elementary 
pent 52 percent of their 
sub money already,” 
Burton said. I think it 
sends the wrong message, 
how can we promote this 
to give the message. “ 
Doris Mullins respond¬ 
ed by stating that Bowen 
Elementary hads had 
teachers on medical 
leave and most of the 
time when teachers are 
out they are not missing 
just to be missing they all 
have valid reasons. She 
also stated that, “In four 
years they have had no 
raise, no thank you, this 
would let them know we 
appreciate them” 

Burton stated, “Adding 
an additional day doesn’t 


promote being here, give 
a bonus with what is left 
of the sub money at the 
end of the year.” Board 
member Evelyn Faulkner 
stated that giving the 
bonus was not legal. 

Tate commented we 
have to be competitive 
with other districts. “I 
want it to be a great place 
to work so we can hire 
and retain,” he added. 

After listening to the 
comments being made 
PCHS principal Kyle 
Lively commented saying 
not all absences are sick 
days some teachers are 
at meetings or trainings 
going above and beyond. 

“The morale of teach¬ 
ers is at a low. Give 
them a day, show them 
some appreciation and I 
think it will help a lot,” 
Faulkner stated, “We can 


say we appreciate what 
they do” 

Burton retorted back. 
“I agree with what Mr. 
Tate is saying I am just 
looking at different direc¬ 
tions,” he stated. “It is a 
mutual disagreement.” 

The board members 
voted to approve the first 
reading. The vote was 
4-1, with Burton not in 
favor of giving the staff a 
personal day. 

The board tabled the 
approval of the Art Trip 
to Italy until school attor¬ 
ney Donna Hale could 
review insurance and 
liability of the trip. They 
will wait until further 
information was provided 
at next month’s regular 
meeting.

Last Tuesday night 
the Powell County Fiscal 
Court held its regularly 
scheduled monthly meet¬ 
ing. All members were 
present and the meeting 
started with the court 
approving bills, treasur¬ 
er’s financial statements, 
and amendments. 

After this we moved 
onto the next item on the 
agenda, which was old 
business. 

Under old business 
there were two items 
discussed. There was a 
bill that the Clay City 
Fire Department had and 
Fleetone gas cards. Last 
month Magistrate Ricky 
Creed had asked if the 
Court could pay a $600 
repair bill that the Clay 
City Fire Department 
had. 

At that time most of 
the court was in agree¬ 
ment that we had to try to 
treat all three of our fire 
departments the same 
and that in the past we 
hadn’t done for just one. 

The point was also 
brought up that we had 
gave an additional $1,000 
to each department this 
budget already, which 
brought the amount up to 
$12,000 per department. 


Mr. (Ricky) Creed was 
informed that we would 
further check into the 
matter and see what 
could be done. I had spo¬ 
ken with Nathan Hall on 
Oct. 4 and he said the bill 
had been paid. With this 
discussion on this subject 
was closed. 

Last month the court 
had been made aware 
that we were looking into 
possibility of switching 
to a new gas fleet card 
company. This month the 
court was informed that 
we were going to stay 
with our current fleet 
card as most companies 
are offering pretty much 
the same incentives and 
that the small differenc¬ 
es probably aren’t worth 
the delay and hassle of 
switching. 

Under new business the 
first item was the approv¬ 
al of a Resolution on Rural 
Secondary Road program 
which passed. The roads 
that will be resurfaced 
under this money will be 
portions of Stone Road, 
Courtney Lane, James 
Crowe Hollow Road, Star 
Gap Road, and Shiloh 
Road. 

The bids for these roads 
will be accepted up until 
close of business on Oct. 
18, 2012. 

The second item to 
come up was a contract 
with MCA, which is the 
current billing company 
for the EMS service. 

The court was made 
aware that Mr. Epperson 
had spoken with MCA 
and had gotten them to 
agree to decrease their 
charge by a percent. The 
court voted to accept the 
agreement. We would like 
to thank Mr. Epperson for 
securing more revenues 
for our EMS service. 

As most were aware 
from our previous arti¬ 
cles the Powell County 
Fiscal Court is moving to 
become a certified drug 


free work place. In an 
effort to complete the pro¬ 
cess we needed to select 
vendors for our test and 
EAP service. 

The court selected 
EnSite, LLC for testing 
and LEAP for our EAP 
provider. It looks like we 
will have our certifica¬ 
tion completed within the 
next month. This will not 
only make a better and 
safer work environment, 
but will allow the county 
to obtain a five percent 
discount on our workers 
compensation insurance. 

The last item discussed 
under new business was 
approving payments for 
EOC and County Road 
buildings. 

On the first the court 
approved to pay the bills 
on the EOC upon our 
receiving our reimburse¬ 
ment from the state. The 
court also agreed to allow 
us to go ahead and pay 
bills on County Road 
Garage building up to 
the contracted amount. 
This closed out what was 
on the agenda to be dis¬ 
cussed. 

There were a few items 
that came up under 
other which included an 
interlocal agreement with 
UNITE, EMS employee 
change from part time to 
fulltime, Mr. Earl Moore, 
and an employee issue. 

The first two were 
handled with the Court 
approving both. Mr. 
Moore’s concerns were 
addressed by telling him 
that we would place road 
signs up to address his 
concerns. 

Also, I appointed Ann 
Cecil per library direc¬ 
tor’s request to the Powell 
County Public Library 
Board. 

The last item was dis¬ 
cussed in closed session 
with no action taken. 
With this the meeting 
was adjourned.

Have you ever watched 
a child cast one toy aside 
and reach for something 
else? 

A friend of mine once 
told me he had watched 
his grandchildren open 
gifts and cast each one 
aside looking for the next 
one while spending no 
time with the one they 
just opened. 

He shared with me that 
at that point he knew 
his grandchildren had 
come to expect too much, 
wanting more and more 
— rather than being sat¬ 
isfied with one gift, they 
wanted to rip through 
dozens and then simply 
cast them aside. 

I looked at my watch as 
mother drove by the old 
Colonial Grocery Store 
saying, “Hurry, Mom, we 
are going to be late.” Of 
course we were not going 
to be late. The piano 
store was just next-door. 
I picked up my books 
and rushed inside. I was 
always amazed at a store 
filled with pianos — I 
really wanted to get there 
early so I could go through 
and try out several of 
them while I waited my 
turn with piano teacher 
Jean Stiles. 

I do not know what 
made me want to go from 
instrument to instru¬ 
ment playing. Perhaps it 
was the same desire that 
made those children my 
friend had described rip¬ 
ping through more and 
more presents. Although 
the pianos were not mine 
and would not be. 

The talents of gospel 
pianist Hovie Lister, Eva 
Mae LeFevre and classi¬ 
cal pianist Victor Borge 
intrigued me. Several of 
my cousins had the knack 
to play piano along with 
their singing, so I had 
hoped the gene passed to 
me as well. 

Of course, as a child of 
eight, my repertoire was 
a bit slim. In spite of the 
best efforts of my teacher, 
I was not the most profi¬ 
cient student who worked 
through “The Minuet” 
and “The Entertainer.” 

No matter my deficien¬ 
cies, I had a true desire 
and my mother support¬ 
ed that to no end. She 
worked overtime to afford 
a walnut Currier Spinet 
piano and pay for my les¬ 
sons. 


One day while sitting 
in my elementary school 
room, the entire course 
of my life changed. Dr. 
Donald W. Grisier (1918- 
2008), DeKalb County 
orchestra teacher, came 
into the room and played 
Ervin Rouse’s “Orange 
Blossom Special” on the 
violin. I have not been 
worth shooting since. 

I had heard my great 
Uncle Tom Franks play 
the violin like his father 
had done before him at 
family gatherings, but 
now there was someone 
willing to sit and teach 
me. 

After convincing my 
parents that I wanted to 
learn violin, I signed up. 
My mother once again 
went out of her way to 
see that I got the opportu¬ 
nity by renting an instru¬ 
ment. I also continued my 
piano study, but eventu¬ 
ally it did fade away in 
the shadow of the fiddle. I 
realized I was not going to 
be the next Hovie Lister 
or Victor Borge. 

The fiddle would 
stick and lead me to 
some amazing places. 
Dr. Grisier was someone 
that took great patience 
in sharing the string 
instruments. 

I applaud the foresight 
of the school system I 
attended in allowing him 
to travel between ele¬ 
mentary schools build¬ 
ing a base of students 
that would one-day form 
an orchestra when they 
reached high school. 

Just like with the piano, 
I really wanted to learn to 
fiddle and slowly pass¬ 
ing through the basics 
and into the classical 
masters such as Mozart, 
Beethoven, and Bach was 
tedious for me. My early 
training actually relied 
on my ear as I mimicked 
what I heard the others 
play. 

I did so well, it took 
a while for Dr. Grisier 
to catch on and then 


make me buckle down 
to learn to read music. 
Because of the gift of 
knowledge he gave I 
stayed with the orchestra 
all the way through high 
school, eventually scoring 
well in countywide com¬ 
petitions. 

My heart however was 
with the fiddle and it was 
through the common link 
of Dr. Grisier though he 
didn’t teach me to fiddle 
that gained me the invi¬ 
tation into that world. 

One of his other stu¬ 
dents was John Daniel. 
John was what I could 
call a voracious fiddler, 
consuming all that came 
his way. His father invit¬ 
ing other youth together 
at their home began the 
environment that fostered 
my growth as a musician 
and my creating my first 
act from those youth. 

While I would never 
consider myself a pianist, 
the knowledge I gained 
while learning about the 
instrument has served me 
extremely well in every 
musical endeavor. The 
experience prepared me 
for a lifetime of lessons in 
almost every pursuit I’ve 
chosen to follow. 

So, while at times chil¬ 
dren may be spoiled by 
piles and piles of material 
gifts that simply get laid 
aside, if a child shows 
interest in music, even if 
the child has absolutely 
no talent for it, and may 
someday lay the expen¬ 
sive instrument aside for 
other pursuits, remember 
as the child’s practicing 
causes the paint to peel 
in the family room, love 
of music is a gift that will 
last a lifetime and can 
span the generations.

Neal said. Neal was refer¬ 
ring to the reimburse¬ 
ment for Lacy’s pay. 

City clerk and treasurer 
Stephanie Philippe stat¬ 
ed that the city received 
$29,700 for the 2011- 
2012 fiscal year salary for 
Lacy. She also stated he 
had been working a lot of 
overtime, which included 
33 hours in the past time 
period. 

“I have told him about 
the overtime and will talk 
to him again about it,” 
Neal said. “But the cases 
he works takes him out 
of this county sometimes. 
Plus he is on standby for 
the state as he has been 
certified to clean up meth 
labs. As you all know just 
about every week a meth 
lab somewhere is busted 
and has to be cleaned 
up.” 

Neal pointed out that 
one of the cases Lacy 
worked has produced 
several vehicles that 
have been forfeited to 
the department. He is 
also responsible for an 
$18,000 forfeiture. 

Lacy is part of the east¬ 
ern task force, which cov¬ 
ers drug cases in Eastern 
Kentucky. During the 
recent cuts the task force 
was cut down to just five 


members who were not 
state police employees. 
“They told me that he 
(Lacy) would be the last 
one let go,” Neal said. 
“He apparently opens up 
more cases than anyone 
else.” 

But council members 
were still not impressed. 

He is mostly working 
out of Powell County,” 
councilman Tommy Mays 
stated. “How much have 
we paid, how much are 
we out,” councilwoman 
Dixie Lockard asked. 

“If you add what we 
have paid out in sala¬ 
ry, minus what we have 
been reimbursed and the 
$18,000 forfeiture money 
we received, we are still 
out $45,000,” Philippe 
told the council. 

“The cases he opens 
here takes him to cases 
in other counties,” Neal 
said. But Councilman 
Jearl Rogers expects 
more. ‘We need to take 
care of it here,” Rogers 
said. 

Neal advised that his 
department does not pub¬ 
licize a lot about their 
cases, but that they had 
made several drug arrests 
and were getting some of 
the drugs off the streets. 

“It’s still out there, I can 
go out right now and buy 
$1,000 worth of drugs,” 


Rogers said. 

“I believe we have done 
our fair share, especially 
since we are a small town 
and our officers are short- 
handed now,” Councilman 
Linville Bellamy said. 

“I agree and I don’t 
want an officer to get 
hurt because we are 
shorthanded and they 
are working a lot of 
hours,” Mays added. “But 
we have to do something 
here because sooner or 
later this will start to 
affect our budgets.” 

The police department 
is running shorthanded 
with Lacy as part of the 
task force and Sgt. Greg 
Conner off work due to a 
work-related injury. 

“I know we have to give 
them a notice before we 
drop out of the contract,” 
Bellamy said as the dis¬ 
cussion began to slow 
down. “Can we get the 
state police representa¬ 
tive back in here and talk 
to us about this?” 

Neal said he would 
call the post and have 
the representative at the 
next meeting. The council 
agreed with that move. 

In the first 25 minutes 
of the regular meeting the 
five council members who 
were present and Mayor 
Dale Allen discussed the 
plans for the city park 


which in the future could 
include Wifi service at 
the facility. 

The plans also call for 
either another restroom 
facility at the park or a 
fountain near the walk¬ 
ing trails and gazebo. 

They also discussed 
and approved changing 
out light fixtures at the 
Stanton Fire Department 
so they would meet the 
new federal regulations 
that are to be adhered 
to by 2015. The work 
would help the city in 
placing energy efficient 
fixtures and bulbs in the 
fire department building. 
Philippe told the coun¬ 
cil the department that 
last month's electric bill 
for the department was 
“roughly $600.” 

The work would be 
completed by DanSons 
for $3,553. That is under 
the $20,000 threshold 
and did not have to have 
bids advertised for the 
job. 

The council also heard 
from Janet and Forest 
Trent. The Trent’s have 
been having trouble with 
the dust and issues raised 
over a gravel road that 
runs around their home. 
The property owner has 
been taken to the court 
over not properly taking 
care of the issue and is 


currently under a diver¬ 
sion plan. 

Allen told the Trents 
that the issue would 
have to go back to court 
to get the property owner 
to live up to the diversion 
agreement. The issue has 
been an active problem 
for several years for both 


the Trents and the city. 
Allen said he would con¬ 
sult with county attorney 
Robert King about the 
problem. 

The council also 
announced that Trick- 
or-Treat will be held on 
Tuesday, Oct. 30 from 6 
to 8 p.m.

Out in the Yard and 
Garden 

Two weeks ago, Old Jack 
Frost may have taken 
any or all of our flowers 
and vegetables, but there 
is still yard work that can 
be done here in the mid¬ 
dle of October. When the 
frost has burnt down the 
tops of your cannas, dahl¬ 
ias and elephant ears, go 
ahead and dig up these 
bulbs, store in dry peat 
moss, straw or sand and 
put them to bed for the 
winter in a dry cool area 
where the bulbs won’t 
freeze during the winter 
such as a basement or 
under the house. 

If you want to divide 
and share some of your 
spring flowering peren¬ 
nial plants such as irises, 
peonies and daylilies, now 
is the time to dig, divide 
and re-plant. If you don’t 
need all the plants you 
dig up, share them with 
your family, friends or 
friendly County Agent. 

If tulips are what you 
want around the house 
and garden next spring, 
now is the time to pur¬ 
chase these bulbs at local 
nurseries and garden cen¬ 
ters, while supplies last. 

Try to get these planted 
6-8” in the ground some 
time between now and 
Thanksgiving. Spring 
bulbs planted now should 
bloom next March and 
April. 

If you want spring 
flowers blooming around 
Christmas, bulbs such as 
tulips and paper-white 
narcissus can be forced 
inside next month to be 
enjoyed during the holi¬ 
days. 

The last tomatoes and 
peppers of the season 
may still be on the vine 
out in the garden. Bring 
all the last green toma¬ 


toes in and either store 
them in the crisper of 
your refrigerator, or wrap 
them in newspaper and 
store them in the base¬ 
ment, cellar or under the 
house. Doing this now 
should guarantee a few 
fresh tomatoes up until 
the holidays. 

Don’t forget about the 
plants out on the front 
porch. Whenever the 
weather man predicts 
forty degree weather or 
less, it’s time to bring 
those plants in. 

Hopefully you have 
already done this earli¬ 
er this month, when the 
temperatures dropped 
to 35 degrees or below. 
Check plants individu- 
ally-are they really worth 
saving first of all? Ferns, 
for example, are beauti¬ 
ful now, but once brought 
indoors will start to shed 
leaves everywhere and 
eventually be thrown out 
along with the poinset- 
tias in January, if you 
keep them that long! 

Bring in the Christmas 
Cactus and get them pre¬ 
pared for the holidays. 
These plants can actually 
be focal points for your 
holiday decorating . If 
plants are worth saving, 
are they filled with creepy 
crawlers such as spiders, 
aphids and scale? You 
certainly don’t want these 
bugs inside so spraying 
them with a light appli¬ 
cation of an insecticide 
such as Malathion will 
take away any unwanted 
pests. Always read and 
follow the label direc¬ 
tions. Spray these light¬ 
ly outdoors and let dry 
before bringing indoors. 
Now may also be a good 
time to re-pot any plants 
that have grown all sum¬ 
mer and are root bound. 
Once inside, hold off the 
fertilizer and water only 
when plants become dry- 
probably no more than 
every 10 days or so. 
These plants will need 
as much sunshine as you 
have inside your home 
to maintain their color, 
but are basically being 
placed in dormancy for 
four months.

October is the best 
month of the year to plant 
trees and shrubs around 
your home or in the land¬ 
scape. Trees and shrubs 
planted now are begin¬ 
ning to go dormant and 
will have plenty of soil 
moisture to enjoy during 
the winter months. 

By the time spring is 
here, the plants will be 
over transplant shock 
and will be ready to send 
out new leaves in your 
yard. On top of that, these 
plants are usually on sale 
now at your favorite nurs¬ 
ery or department store 
because storing these 
plants over the winter is 
not usually cost effective. 
Not only is October the 
best time of the year for 
planting from the tree’s 
standpoint, it also is eas¬ 
ier on the home owners 
pocket-book as well. 

While yard work, or at 
least the mowing of the 
yard, may be over for this 
year, we still need to pre¬ 
pare for next year’s yard. 
Apply split applications 
of ammonium nitrate in 
October, November and 
again in late December for 
a greener, lush lawn next 


spring. Approximately 
3 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate per 1000 square 
feet each time you fertil¬ 
ize is an ample amount 
of nitrogen to get grass 
growing next spring. 

While complete fertil¬ 
izers such as 10-10-10 
can be used, older, more 
established lawns only 
the added benefit from 
Ammonium Nitrate. Now 
is also the time to go out 
in the garden or yard and 
bring in a soil sample for 
the crop of 2013. After

Kill them all if 
you can. They stink, they 
make terrible messes on 
your walls and ceilings 
and some people will tell 
you they even BITE!!! 

Once a lady bug gets in 
your home, the only thing 
we can recommend is to 
suck them up with a vac¬ 
uum cleaner. Someone 
told me one time that 
even after you vacuumed 
them, you may need to 
plug up the hose to keep 
them from coming back 
through the hose! This 
may be true. Try to 
keep them from coming 
indoors in the first place 
by spraying the exteri¬ 
or of your home with an 
insecticide that contains 
the active ingredients 
Cypermethrin, Cyfluthrin 
or Deltamethrin. There 
are several products on 
the market now for lady 
bug control, available at 
your hardware or lawn 
and garden center. 

Make sure that the 
product you use contains 
one of these chemicals 
for best results. Spray 
all areas of your home 
where the creepy crawl¬ 
ers land on your home 
and let them have it! 
Most of these products 
should last for several 
days before it becomes 
necessary to spray again. 

Again, show no mercy 
on them. Take no prison¬ 
ers! They have had their 
chance and they certainly 
are not lady like! Out in 
the garden they can be 
my friend. Once they get 
inside my kitchen they 
are not welcome.

We were amazed 
to find out some inter¬ 
esting facts about the 
Bluegrass. 

“Listen,” Chloe said, 
grabbing everyone’s 
attention. “This brochure 
says Kentucky has 39,732 
square miles of land with 
commercial forest land 
occupyingl2.7 million 
acres; has more miles of 
running water than any 
other state except Alaska, 
and 1,100 miles are used 
for commercial transpor¬ 
tation. And Kentucky has 
52 state parks, including 
24 recreation state parks, 
17 Kentucky resort parks 
(more than any other 
state) and 11 historic 
state parks.”

Bone Chillin’ Breadsticks and Halloween Dip

12 Rhodes Dinner Rolls, thawed but still cold 

Va cup butter, melted 

Parmesan cheese 

Poppy seeds 

Halloween Dip: 

1 pound lean ground beef 

1 pound processed cheese, Mexican style 

10 oz can diced tomatoes w/ green chilies, undrained 

4 oz can diced green chilies, undrained 

Using the flat of your hand, roll the center part of a roll into a 6-inch rope leav¬ 
ing both ends large and rounded. With scissors, clip 1 V 2 inches into the center 
of each end. Separate and lay the cut sides flat on a sprayed baking pan. They 
will look like bones. Brush well with melted butter and sprinkle with Parmesan 
cheese and poppy seeds. Cover with plastic wrap and let rise about 20-30 
minutes. Remove wrap and bake at 350 degrees 15-20 minutes. Serve with 
Halloween Dip, if desired. 

Halloween Dip: In a frying pan, brown ground beef until completely cooked. 
Drain and set aside. Cut cheese into 1 inch cubes and place in microwave safe 
bowl. Microwave until melted. Add tomatoes and green chilies and mix well. 
Combine cooked ground beef with cheese mixture and serve warm.

For each Mummy Dog, cut one dinner roll in half. Roll each half into a 22-24 
inch rope. Wrap one rope around hot dog from bottom up 4 V 2 inches. Cut a 1 V 2 
inch piece off of the second rope and set aside. Wrap the second rope around the 
hot dog from the bottom up 4 V 2 inches going the opposite way. Wrap the 1 V 2 inch 
piece around the top of the hot dog. Place Mummy Dogs on a sprayed baking 
sheet and bake at 350 degree 10-15 minutes or until lightly browned. Remove 
from oven, cool slightly and add mustard eyes. Serve warm with ketchup and 
mustard.

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KSP: 'Text-a-tip' plan to fight crime 


The Kentucky State 
Police is initiating a new 
proactive program where 
citizens are now able to 
text confidential tips from 
their cell phone. The 
program, “Text a Tip,” is 
designed to report crimi¬ 
nal activity, assist with 
neighborhood watch and 
serve as an additional 
resource for schools and 
college campuses. 

“Text a Tip” is com¬ 
pletely confidential and 
easy to use. Anyone with 
texting capabilities from 
personal electronic devic¬ 
es can simply text 67283 
in the address field, then 
type KSPTIP in the mes¬ 
sage field, leave a space 
and then enter informa¬ 
tion about a crime. If your 
tip went through success¬ 
fully, you will receive an 
instant confirmation text 
on your phone. 

Web-based and phone 
tip lines have been around 
a while, but have the dis¬ 
advantage of a perpetra¬ 


tor overhearing the per¬ 
son on the phone or they 
required Internet access. 

KSP Spokesperson, Sgt. 
Rick Saint-Blancard says 
“Text a Tip” is gaining 
ground because text mes¬ 
saging does not require 
verbal communica¬ 
tion or Internet access. 
“Everywhere you go, 
someone has a cell phone 
with them,” says Saint- 
Blancard. “Whether a 
person is at home or a 
large venue, like a sport¬ 
ing event or concert, they 
can text a tip to us with¬ 
out bringing attention to 
themselves.” 

Saint-Blancard says 
people who live in high- 
crime neighborhoods are 
often afraid that if they 
are seen talking to police, 
they could be subject to 
retaliation from drug 
dealers or other crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So when they have 
this option of texting us 
— knowing no one will 


know who they are — 
they are more willing to 
provide specific details 
and names about the 
activity,” he adds. “Text 
a Tip” messages are sent 
to a separate, third-party 
server, where identifying 
information is stripped 
out and they are assigned 
an encrypted alias before 
being sent to police. 

Text-a-tip programs are 
being promoted in schools 
across the country to 
report weapon threats 
and reduce bullying. 

“No technology is more 
powerful then the eyes 
and ears of the public,” 
adds Saint-Blancard. 
“The key is enlisting peo¬ 
ple on their own terms 
by providing a discrete, 
immediate and confiden¬ 
tial reporting source.” 

KSP reminds citizens to 
keep safety in mind when 
texting tips. 

“If a tipster is driv¬ 
ing when they witness 
suspicious activity, we 


ask them to safely pull 
to the side of the road 
and place their vehicle in 
park before attempting to 
text in a tip,” says Saint- 
Blancard. 

The “Text a Tip” pro¬ 
gram is operational 24 
Hours a Day / 7 Days a 
Week and is received and 
monitored by the KSP 
Communications Center. 
KSP openly solicits infor¬ 
mation from citizens on 
any type of crime occur¬ 
ring but encourages citi¬ 
zens to call “911” if the 
crime is in-progress or 
there is an emergency.

In November 1997, the Ky 
Supreme Court issued it’s ruling 
on his appeal. 



Six justices voted to affirm 
Baze’s convictions. 

Only one — JANET STUMBO, 
then your Supreme Court Justice, 
voted to reverse Baze’s murder 
convictions. 

In 2004, voters removed Janet 
Stumbo from the Supreme Court 
replacing her with Will T. Scott. 

Justice Will T. Scott is endorsed 
by the Commonwealth Attorney’s 
Association and the Pikeville Ky

The 
organization was developed in 1945 by 51 countries. Today, 
188 countries belong to the United Nations. 

I The United Nations is not a world government and does 
| not make laws. It was set up for four purposes: to keep 
international peace and security, to develop friendly relations 
among nations, to solve international problems and promote 
I respect for human rights and to help unify the actions of 
nations. 

Throughout the world, the United Nations works to clear land 
mines, improve drinking water, help countries produce more 
food and loan money to developing countries. 

There are six parts to the United Nations: 

The General Assembly is a group of nations that meets yearly 
to work on the world’s worst problems. 

The Security Council is responsible for keeping peace in 
the world. 

The Economic and Social Council is under the authority of 
the General Assembly, and it takes care of the economic and 
social work. 

The Trusteeship Council supervises and helps areas around 
the world that want to govern themselves. 

The International Court of justice has 15 judges that help 
work out disputes between countries. 

The Secretariat takes care of the day-to-day functions of 
the United Nations and has about 8,700 employees around 
the world.

When you combine music with movement, you find 
dancing. There are different types of dancers, but one 
thing is the same: They all bring ideas, stories and sound 
to life with the movement of their bodies. 

Dancers perform in ballet, musical shows, opera, ads, 
television, movies and music videos. They perform 
modern, folk, ethnic, tap and jazz dances, and many of 
them sing and act. 

Although most dancers work as a group, some dance 
alone, some teach dance and some choreograph dances. 
Choreographers create new dances or develop new ways 
to use older dances. 

Even though it may look fun, dancing is actually hard 
work. Because most of the shows dancers are in take 
place at night, they work late hours, then practice and 
have long rehearsals during the day. Many times they 
have to rehearse and practice on weekends and holidays. 
If a show they are performing in goes on the road, they 
have to travel, too. 

Most dancers don't have dancing jobs all the time, 
so they find work in other places, such as restaurants 
or dance studios. And because of the hard work, long 
rehearsals and long hours, most dancers stop working 
by the time they are in their late 30s. Some become 
dance teachers and coaches when they retire. 

Dancers must be in good shape. Their training begins 
in ballet, usually with private teachers, when they are 
between 5 to 8. Girls usually start training earlier than 
boys. If dancers are good when they get into their early 
teens, they get more advanced training. By the time they 
are 17 or 18, most have a professional audition. [
